Genca, OF. 24. We hear from Cadiz, that four Frénch 
Men of War have fail’d from thence dlong with an 
Englith Ship of the Line, which they thad taken ; and 
that the Breft Squadron confifts of twenty Sail. 

Rome, Oé. 31. Lait Week a De achmentof 920 Horfé, 
draugh ed from all the Regiments of Cavalry in Prince 
Lobkewitz’s Army, pafs’d by this City with all the 
Heavy Baggage, and almolt all the Sick of that 
Army. 

P,S. We are affur’d that Prince Lobkowitz will de- 
camp next Week. 

Ratisben, Nv. 9. The Garrifon of Wafferbourg aban- 
don’d that Placethe 3d Inftantin the Night, except 180 
Men, who furrender’d Prifoners of War. The Impe- 
rial Army is marching towards Bourghaufen, from 
whence General Bathiany has retir’d, atter leaving a 
finall G trrifon in it. 

Spire, Now. 20. Every thing being ready the 6th In- 
ftant for a general Affault at Fribourg, Baron nitz, 
the Governor, hung our a White Flag, and went to the 
King’s Quarters to demand a Capitulation, After the 
Baron and his Retinue had been conducted to the Duke 
of Villeroy’s Apartments, his Moft Chriftian Majefty 
held a Couneil with the four Marihals of France and the 





Count J Argenfon, who afierwards went to confer with 








General Damniiz, and at laft agreed upon 
Capitulation : 

1. That the Befieg’d fhould deliver up to the King’s

- immediately depend on General Damnitz, fhall be allow’d 
2 Term of 15 Days, in order to fend an Otflicer to Vien- 
tea for the Queen of Hungary’s Orders, &c. 

7.. That there thail be a Ceffation of Hoftilities du- 
zing that Tetm, after which they may be renew’d on 
both Sides, Warning being iirft reciprocally given. 

This Capitujatien was executed the 7th Inftant. 
. Fribourg, Nov. 6. The Sige has coit.6200 Men to 
the French, and the Auftrians have loft abour half thar 
Number. His: Mait-Cfrittian. Majefty has order’d 
20,c00 Men to march immediately thro’ the Upper Al- 
face, but we do not know exactly their Deftination. 

Francfort, Nov. 12. M. Chavigny has pafs’d thro’ 
this City, for the Imperial Camp. We learn by an 
Exprefs from the Camp before Fr:bourg, that a Courier 
had arriv’d there on tne 29th, from tie Field Marthal 
Schmetiau ; upon which a grand Council of War was 
call’d, in which his Moit Chriftian Majefty was pre- 
fent, together with the Marthals Nuvailles, Coigny, 
Belleifle and Mallevois, and the Count d’Argenfon, Se- 
cretary at War; in which a Refojution was taken, to 
match the French Auxiliar‘es immediately 3 and Orders 
have been fentinio the Marquifaie of Baden, to furnifh 
96,c0o Rations of Hay and Oats for the French Troops 
directly, on Pain of Mil:tary Execution. 

Amperdam, Nev. 17. We hear from Berlin, that his 
Pruflian Majetty has granted to the Regency of Hano- 
ver a free batlage thro’ the Dutchy ot Cleves for the 
16,000 Hanoverians thai are to march hoimewasds from 
Flanders. 

Letters from Bohemia fay, that Prince Charles of 
Lorrain detach’d the 27th of laft Month four Regi- 
ments of Foot, to reinforce General Bathiani: That the 
Auttrian Army march’d the 31{t to Grand Janowitz ; 
and that the King of Pruffia had divided his Army into 
two Columns, one of which extends infelf towards 
Prague, and is obferv’d by the Saxons, as the o.her is 
by the Auitrians.

Grodno, OF=.27. M.de Walienrodt, Minifter from the 

King of Pruffia to his Polish Majcity, has made a De- 
claration here on the Part, and by the ex prefs Order, of 
the King his Mafter, te the followi ig Ef ct, viz. That 
the Warin Germany being expretly exc 
made a Cafe of the Alilunce, which hi 
lately contra¢ted with the Court of Vienna, and that 
Treaty confequently not ob} ging his faid Majeity in 
any Manner to furnish Auxiliary lroops to the Queen of 
Hungary, the King of I'ruflia could not look upon the 
Junction of thofe of Saxony with the Auftrian Army, 
in order to act againft himand his Allies, which is the 
Emperor, in any o:her Light than that of open Hotti- 
liny and Aggreffion : That his Prutlian Majeity left it 
to his Polith Majefty’s own Confideration, what Mea- 
furesg and Kefolutions a Step of that Nature authorized, 
and even fore’d him io take, for d:fappointing the De- 
figns which were contriving to his Prejudice, and that 
he wafh’d his Hands of all the Inconveniencies which 
muft naturally refult from it; but that his Prutfian 
Majeity did however {till hope, that the King of Poland 
would precipuaie nothing in an Affair of this Impor- 
tance, nor carry Things to an Exuremity, which might 
tend to the Kuin of their refpective Dominions, and of 
which their Enemies and Enviers only would reap the 
whole Frotit. 
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His Polijh Majefty arlwerd the above Declarati:n in the 

folloaving Manner. 

That his Pruffian Majefty alledges with Reafon, that, 
by the Renewal of the Treaty of 1733, the King of 
Poland was under no Obligation to march any Auxiliary 
‘Troops to the Queen of Hungary’s Affiftance, the pre- 
fent War being excepted in that Renewal by a fecret 
Article. For it is certain, that his Polifh Majefty has 
kept himflf unengag’d with refpect tothe War againft 
France, and againft his Imperial Majelty in Bavaria, 
Bur his Pru(lian Majefty cannot difallow, that no- 
thing could hinder his Polith Majefty from entring 
into fuch Engag-mente, as appear’d proper to him, for 











the Security of his Dominions, in Confideration of 
their Situation. 

After the Treaty of Breflau, the King of Poland 
made no [Difficulty of excepting the Cafe of the prefent 
War, becaufe it feem’d to him humanly impoffible, that 
his Pru(fian Majeity would take up Arms again againft 
the Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, in Confequence of 
the fecond Article of the Treaty of Breflau. There was 
even Room to hope, that this Exception might be a 
proper Means towards reftoring Peace, and facilitating 
{ome Accommodation between the Parties concern’d; 
and f much the rather, .ecaufe his Polifh Majeity had 
difpofed the Queen of Hungary not only to rettore Ba- 
varia to the Emperor, but io grant him befides pretty 
confiderable Advantages, witnefs the Reprefentations 
which the King has more than once made to his Impe- 
rial Majefty. 

But upon confidering the Situation of the Saxon Do- 
minions, his Polhith Majeity found it necetlary to enter, 
with her Majefty the Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, 
by a Convention which was exchang d the 13th of May 
1744, into a reciprocal Engagement for the Security of 
Saxony, Bohemiaand Auitria. 

That it is befides ufual enough for one Power to give 
Auxiliary Troops io another, efpecially if the Number 
of them be not too great, without taking Part in the 
War: That accordingly tts Pruflian Mayjeity, tho’ he 
march’d 103,0co Men againit the Queen of Hungary, 
without any Obligation wo do fo, (the Treaiy of branc- 
fort engaging him to nothing in the frit Initance but 
good Cttices) caus’d a Declaration to be made, that he 
did not mean ever the more for that to oreak with the 
faid Queen, nor att contrary to his Engagements taken 
by the Treaty of Breflau: For which Keafon it is fo 
much the more difficult to comprehend, why his Pruf- 
fian Majefty finds Fault with what nis Poluh Majetty 
does for the fulfilling his Obligations, when hé is under 
no Engagement that can prevent his doing it. Confz- 
quently it cannot be conceiv’d, why his Pruffian Ma- 
jetty refolves to look upon the Succour given to the 
Queen of Hungary as an open Hojltility and Aggreflion, 
and adds thereto all Sorts of Menaces, 

The March of the Pruftian Treops through Saxony, 
taken by Force, againit the Conttituuons of tne Empire, 
and noiwithitanding the friendly Proteftations made 
againft it by the Saxon Miniitry asd Commiiaries, 
when at the fame Time thofe Troops might have taken 
a quite different Road through his Prutlian Majefty’s 
own Dominions, is much rather to be regarded as a Vi0- 
lation of Territory, and as an Hoftility. That confe- 
quently his Polith Majetty referr’d himfelf to the Decla- 
ration which he caufed to be made at Berlin, and at all 
other Courts, upon Occalion of the Eniry of his Auxi- 
liary Troops, wiich are at the Difpofition of her Ma- 
jetty the Queen of Hungary, inio Bohemia 3; whereby 
wis faid Majeity of Foland has clearly fhewn, thar he 
took no Part in the War againit his Impenal Majeity 
and his Allies; and that jattiy, he would wait for waat- 
ever it thould pleafe kts Prutlian Majefty to do, whiltt 
his Folith Majeity relied upon the Jutt:ce of his Caufe, 
and the Aiflittance of his Ailies. 
fon in New-England, Sept.22. The Privateers fitted 
out from thisPlace, which are eight or nine, befides a 
Snow, a Brganune, and Sloop, equipp’d by this Go- 
vernment for Guard-Siips, have taken in the whole 
upwards of 4oSai] of French Veliels, and much annoy’d 
the Enemy’s Fifhery, fome of whofe fmall Settlements 
they have alfo broken up, by burning their Works and 
Houfgs, asthe Enemy did ours at Canto. 















PLANTATION NEWS. 

Charles-Town in South-Caroliva, Sept. 10. This Day the 
Rofe and Flamborough Men of War fail’d on a Cruize. 
A Ship of 350 Tons, bound from Gibraltar to this Port, 
mounting 12 Carriage Guns on her Quarter Deck, be- 
fides thofe on her Main Deck, eight in her Forecaltle, 
with about 60 Men, was loit on tne Rocks off Bermu- 
das the 12th of Auguit Jaft; the Crew were fecur’d on 
Sufpicion of murdering the Captain; whofe Name 
they will nor tell. 

On Wednefday arriv’d here a Flag of Truce from St. 
Auguttine, with 17 Englith Prifoners ; among them is 
Capt. Jobn French, of the Warren Galley of this Place, 
bound to Briftol, who was taken the 30th of July lait, 
in Lat. 35. 50. by aSpanith Privateer, call’d the Golden 
Shoe, commanded by Auguitin Gaillard. 





IRELAND. 

Bantry, Of. 22. A Liverpool Ship, laden with 
Rum, Sugar and Cotton, was lately put into a Place 
the North-fide of this Bay, call’d Roaring Waier, all 
unmaited, and the Crew, except two or three, all loft.

England Man off this Bay, and after an Engagement of 
fome Hours took her and many Paffengers ; there are

The fame Day came on the Trial of the Katherine, a 
Dutch Ship, bound from ,Smyrra for Amfterdam, 
laden with Carpets, Silk, Cotton, &c. to the Value of 
40,ocol. It appear’d that the Katherine was taken on 
the 20rh of S-p.ember (occafion’d by her having a few 
Englith Paffengers on board, which the Capiain had 
taken in at Gibraltar) by the l’Efperance, a Dunkirk 
Privateer, and was retaken the 3d of October following 
by the Salamander Privateer, Capt. Henry Strangeways, 
and brought into the Port of London; when, after a 
long Trial, and hearing Counfel on both Sides, the De- 
termination of this Affair was put off "rill the next 
Court-Day, during which time fome Precedents of this 
Nature are to ce exaimin’d. 

A very extraordinary Trial came on the fame Day on 
a Taxation of Cofts and Damages brought againft the 
Owners and Capiain of the Rye, Privateer, for taking 
and detaining the Jacob, a DatchShip,on pretence of her 
having contraband Goods on board ; wien it appear’d 
that the faid Ship moumed ten Guns, carry’d 86 Men, 
and that the Stores for that Ufe confitted only of eleven 
Barrelsof Gunpowder, in allabo.t 620 Ib. Weight, the 
reit of the Lading being Deals, the Court thought fit to 
deliver both Ship and Cargo to the Owners, with Coft 
and Damages, which, as brought imo Court, amounted 
to rogtl. ros. od. 

By Letters from Jamaica of the 6th of Auguft we 
have Advice, that the Si. Albans Man of War, Capt. 
Knight, had taken a large French Ship of 24 Guns, and 
110 Men, who was trading on the Spanifh Coait, and 
fent her into Jamaica.
